AMERICA GOES ON-LINE TO SOLVE THE PROBLEM OF VIOLENCE 

National leaders convene in Washington, D.C. to shift debate from 
punitive measures to positive solutions; GW to host national 
press conference on youth violence Nov. 1 


WASHINGTON — As part of a two-day gathering and national 
videoconference originating in Chicago on youth violence, The 
George Washington University will host a summit of national 
leaders and youth professionals on October 31 and November 1. 
Participants in this meeting will draft a consensus position 
which calls American society to action in adopting assertive, 
nonviolent means to bring an end to the violence and aggression 
plaguing the nation. Their statement will be presented at a press 
conference during the three-hour videoconference on Tuesday, 
November l from 1:00 to 4:00 p.m. (EST). 

Scheduled participants in the Washington segment of the 
videoconference include: Sarah and James Brady, the Center to 
Prevent Handgun Violence; Dr. Joyceiyn Eiders, U.S. Surgeon 
General; the Reverend Jesse Jackson, founder and president of The 
Rainbow Coalition; Maria Guajardo, executive director of La Rasa; 
the Reverend Bernice King, daughter of Martin Luther King Jr.; 
Mark Rosenberg, director of the National Center for Injury 
Prevention and Control at the Centers for Disease Control; A1 
Shanker, president of American Federation of Teachers; and Ed 
Zigler, founder of Head Start. 

The National Educational Service Foundation presents the 
"Breaking the Cycle of Violence" conference and videoconference, 
which are designed to facilitate meaningful dialogue among 
educators, policymakers, juvenile justice and social service 
professionals and community organizations in order to develop 
positive, systemic approaches for reclaiming youth and troubled 
communities. Practitioners in Chicago and other videoconference 
sites will see footage of three violence prevention models, 
interact with leaders in the field and take part in the press 
conference.

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"NESF wants to make a difference in the lives of children 
and young people, especially those who are most likely to feel a 
sense of hopelessness,” said Alan Blankstein, president of the 
organization. "Violence is symptomatic of deeper ills in our 
society. This event will help to begin to shift the terms of the 
debate away from punitive reactions toward more enlightened, 
peaceful, and positive approaches to violence and its root 
causes.”

Washington, D.C. — Students from universities across the United 
States and Canada will lock horns September 10th and 11th at The George 
Washington University in an innovative, televised competition designed 
to test their knowledge of current events, history and international 
affairs. 

"Campus Challenge" will bring together more than 60 college 
students for a marathon of taping sessions at GW's Dorothy Betts Marvin 
Theatre, 800 21st Street, NW (Foggy Bottom/GW Metro) ..Produced by World 
Affairs Television Productions in association with GW, the programs 
will be hosted by David Johnston, chairman of the Canadian Government's 
Commission on the Information Highway and former principal of McGill 
University in Montreal, and Chuck Stone, Walter Spearman Professor of 
Journalism at the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill. GW

Hundreds of new students at The George Washington University will 
kick off their college careers by participating in GW's award-winning 
three-day orientation program August 24-26. "Colonial Inauguration" 
is a whirlwind series of events designed to acclimate freshmen and 
their families to GW's campus just four blocks from the White House 
and to familiarize them with the historic Foggy Bottom community the 
University calls home.

GW PROFESSOR ABBA EBAN TO PRESENT PUBLIC LECTURE SEPTEMBER 13 

Distinguished Israeli Statesman 
to Address 'The 1993 Mideast Negotiations' 

Washington, DC — Former Israeli Ambassador Abba Eban, now a 
visiting professor of international affairs at The George 
Washington University, will discuss the Mideast peace negotiations 

in his Inaugural Lecture Monday, September 13, 1993. The public 
lecture will take place in GW's Dorothy Betts Marvin Theatre, 800 
21st Street NW, at 4:30 p.m. 

"The diplomacy of the 1990s will mark many sharp departures 
from previous situations, vocabularies and concepts," said 
Ambassador Eban. "The exploration of these new horizons is a great 
intellectual challenge." 

Ambassador Eban begins a one-year appointment as the first 
J.B. and Maurice C. Shapiro Professor in GW's Elliott School of 
International Affairs this fall. He will lead a graduate seminar on 
"Ethical Dilemmas in Conflict Resolution" during the fall semester 
and teach an undergraduate lecture course on "Diplomacy in the 
Post-Cold War Era" in the spring. 

Called "the most brilliant diplomatist of the second half of 
the 20th century" by the Times of London, Abba Eban served as 
Israel's first Ambassador to the United Nations (1948 to 1959). At 
the same time, he represented Israel as Ambassador to the United 
States (1950 to 1959). He served as Foreign Minister from 1966 to 
1974, the period when the Six Day and Yom Kippur wars occurred, and 
has held various other posts in the Israeli government. Ambassador 
Eban's academic credentials include a degree from Cambridge 
University; he also holds honorary doctorates from seventeen 
universities around the world, ten of them in the United States. 

The Shapiro professorship will bring to The George Washington 
University distinguished figures in international affairs, 
international relations and diplomacy, individuals whose 
experiences and reputations will provide an added measure of 
excellence to teaching and scholarship within the Elliott School. 
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"Older offenders are a very expensive item," says Turley. 
"Because they generally require more medical care." The average 
cost for housing and medical care of a younger inmate ranges 
anywhere from $18,000 to $20,000 whereas the cost of maintaining 
older prisoners can reach upwards of $60,000. To those that 
argue the release of older prisoners merely shifts the burden of 
health care from the prison system to social services, Turley 
points out the cost differential is about $40,000. 

Turley -- whose work is supported by The George Washington 
University National Law Center and by a host of GW law students 
who donate their time and expertise on a pro bono basis -- 
conducts painstaking research of each case prior to taking it 
before the Parole Board. "We want to make absolutely certain we 
are recommending people who will not be repeat offenders," says 
Turley. Thus far POPS has secured the release of nearly 50 older 
prisoners -- none of whom have committed repeat offenses. 

Each POPS recommendation for release includes a detailed 
parole plan. McClellan will be living with a friend in the 
District of Columbia.

BACKGROUND: 

"Hungry for Music" is a fundraising concert performed by 
area street musicians and other local talent. The concert has a 
dual purpose -- to help the area's homeless by donating proceeds 
from ticket sales to the Coalition for the Homeless, Inc. and to 
give area street musicians some well-deserved exposure and 
publicity. The event is sponsored in part by The George 
Washington University Office of Community Service. 

The Concert program is divided into two halves. Street 
musicians will perform in the first half and local artists who 
have lent their names in support of the cause will perform in the 
second half.

Artists for the first half of the program include: Charles 
Monk, folk guitar; Jentry McCombs, jazz flute; Bob Devlin, a 
one-man folk band; Chulpara, South American Andean music; 

Charles Solomon, blues; Robert Lighthouse, Delta blues; Larry 
Wise, blues; and Patrick Jackson and Patrick McFarland, jazz sax 
and keyboards. 

Artists for the second half of the program include: 
accomplished singer/songwriter Kevin Jones, who will play folk 
guitar; popular local folk quartet Eddie from Ohio; award-winning 
singer/songrwriter Susan Graham-White; guitar hero Pete Kennedy, 
who has played with Mary Chapin-Carpenter and Nanci Griffith, 
performing with seasoned folk musician Maura Boudreau. 

Jim Hubbard, who is founder and executive director of 
Shooting Back -- a project that teaches at-risk youth basic 
photography skills so they can express themselves in an 
accessible and affordable medium -- will serve as master of 
ceremonies for the concert. 

Last year this grassroots effort raised more than $1,000 and 
$300.00 in canned goods for the Coalition for the Homeless. 

The funds were used to renovate one of the Coalition's 
transitional homes. The goal for 1993 is to raise $10,000 plus 
$2,000 in canned goods. In the future, founder and organizer 
Jeff Campell hopes to establish "Hungry for Music" in other 
cities where music significantly influences the culture and 
street musicians are prominent. Possible sites include: Chicago, 
Boston, Nashville, Memphis, New Orleans, New York, San Francisco 
and Seattle.

GW DINING SERVICES IN NEW HANDS 

Greater flexibility and promised improvements 
cited as key reasons for selection of ServiceMaster 


The George Washington University has selected ServiceMaster 
Food Management Services as the new contractor for its dining 
services following a competitive bidding process. ServiceMaster 
assumed its new responsibilities from Marriott Corporation on 
Sunday, August 22 with no disruption in service. 

University officials cited promised improvements in the 
resident student meal plan, retail services and the catering 
program, as well as increased flexibility for both students and GW 
as key reasons for the change. 

"This agreement will provide substantially better food 
services to GW students and a positive economic benefit to the 
University," commented GW Associate Vice President for Business 
Scott Cole. "We look forward to developing a strong partnership." 

ServiceMaster will manage the University's dining facilities 
in the Marvin Center, Thurston Hall and Mitchell Hall as well as 
all catering and concession services. Marvin Center facilities 
include the Grand Marketplace, Colonial Commons, George's, the MC 
Store and the University Club. 

Among the immediate changes, the Courtyard Cafe in Mitchell 
Hall will become a 24-hour deli and convenience store. This 
facility supplements the larger MC Store in the Marvin Center, 
which is open until 10 pm weekdays and 8 pm on weekends. 

Thurston Hall, which offers an all-you-can-eat dining center 
for resident students participating in a meal plan, will expand its 
food court. Meal plan participants will also be able to use their 
"Plus Points" for purchases at TGI Friday's, Milo's, Domino's 
Pizza, CIAO Food Store and The World Gourmet and Market. In 
addition, the Grand Marketplace will offer Baskin Robbins ice 
cream, Dunkin' Donuts, Taco Bell and Taste of America.

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"ServiceMaster has made a real commitment to be our partner in 
the area of student programs," said GW Campus Life Executive 
Director LeNorman Strong. "They have made a substantial commitment 
to the resident student program fund, and have begun to work with 
departments in Campus Life to support other University events." 

No stranger to GW, ServiceMaster currently has contracts with 
the University for housekeeping, grounds and transportation 
services. Final contract negotiations for dining services are now 
underway. It is expected Servicemaster will be awarded a five-year 
contract with an additional five-year option. In the meantime, 
ServiceMaster has agreed to honor the existing union contract 
covering dining services employees.

That food service program 
is also under review. The University anticipates identifying a food 
service partner for the GW Medical Center by mid-October.

INCREASED USE OF INTERNATIONAL TEACHING ASSISTANTS HAS 
UNIVERSITIES REEXAMINING THEIR POLICIES AND PRACTICES 

GW Report Reviews Institutional Response to International 

Teaching Assistants 

The decline of American student enrollments in scientific 
and technical graduate studies has created a void which is 
rapidly being filled by international students who are often 
better prepared in science, technology and math than their 
American counterparts. As a result, U.S. research universities 
have developed an increasing dependence upon foreign graduate 
students to teach undergraduate courses as graduate teaching 
assistants. The current discourse in the academic community 
concerns international teaching assistants (ITAs) on the delivery 
of undergraduate education in this country. 

A recent report from The George Washington University's 
Educational Resource Information Center (ERIC) Clearinghouse on 
Higher Education, in cooperation with the Association for the 
Study of Higher Education (ASHE), examines the developing body of

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research on ITA teaching and training at both research and 
regular colleges and universities. 

Titled, "Crossing Pedagogical Oceans: International Teaching 
Assistant in U.S. Undergraduate Education," this review of 
literature and institutional practices concerning ITAs is 
authored by Rosslyn H. Smith, professor at Texas Tech University; 
Patricia Byrd, associate professor at Georgia State University; 
Gayle L. Nelson, assistant professor at Georgia State University; 
Ralph Pat Barrett, former professor at Michigan State University; 
and Janet C. Constantinides, professor at the University of 
Wyoming. 

The authors suggest that "over the course of the next 
decade, most—if not all—undergraduate programs will use 
international students as TAs." Thus, ITA training will become a 
major concern as parents, undergraduate students and others 
become more critical consumers and institutions are required to 
account for the quality and effectiveness of their teaching 
process. 

Issues affecting international teaching assistants are not 
so dissimilar from those facing American teaching assistants. 
However, the most noticeable differences, language and cultural 
sensitivity, are those most often cited by critics. In response 
to these concerns, many institutions have established assessment 


more - 
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and training programs to improve the communication and 
pedagogical skills of ITAs. 

The authors have determined from their research that "the 
specific features of individual [training] programs vary widely. 
No single design is best for all institutions; the most effective 
programs take into account a thorough understanding of the 
structure, culture and needs of the institution." The quality 
and quantity of administrative support is another important 
factor in ensuring the success of ITA training programs. 

The report also proposes areas needing further discussion 
and research, including the following: (1) the characteristics of 
the undergraduate classroom, (2) methods and materials that make 
for successful ITA training and assessment, (3) the personal and 
professional results of training for international graduate 
students, (4) the features of effective intercultural orientation 
for U.S. undergraduates, (5) assessment and training for 
international faculty members and (6) policy planning issues. 

In their attempt to help guide institutional policy for the 
employment of ITAs in the future, the authors recommend "a 
balanced view of ITAs that acknowledges legitimate concerns 
without overlooking the important contributions to American 
universities that these international scholars make through their 
research and teaching."

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GW PROFESSOR AMITAI ETZIONI ELECTED TO HEAD 
AMERICAN SOCIOLOGICAL ASSOCIATION 

Dr. Amitai Etzioni, distinguished professor of sociology at 
The George Washington University, has been elected to a three-year 
term at the helm of the American Sociological Association. Dr. 
Etzioni will serve as president-elect for the coming year 1993-94; 
president in 1994-95; and past president in 1995-96. He assumes 
responsibility for governance of the 13,000-member professional 
association which represents faculty members at colleges and 
universities, researchers, practitioners and students. 

An internationally recognized sociologist and author, Dr. 
Etzioni is one of five University Professors at GW — a title 
bestowed upon only the school's most distinguished faculty. His 
achievements in the social sciences include 20 years as professor 
of sociology at Columbia University (for a time as chairman of the 
department), a senior advisor in the Carter administration, guest 
scholar at the Brookings Institution and the Thomas Henry Carroll 
Ford Foundation Professor at the Harvard Business School.

Dr. Etzioni appears frequently on network television and has 
been published in Time Magazine, The New York Times . The Washington 
Post and The Wall Street Journal. A 1982 study ranked Dr. Etzioni 
as the leading expert in public policy over the last decade. He 
has received numerous honors, including an honorary degree from The 
University of Utah in 1991 and several fellowships. 

Often referred to by the media as the "guru” of the 
Communitarian movement, he founded and was first president of the 
international Society for the Advancement of Socio-Economics and is 
credited with founding and directing the Center for Policy 
Research. His latest book, The Spirit of Community; Rights, 
Responsibilities and the Communitarian Agenda , calls for a new 
balance between individual rights and social responsibilities.
